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HISTORY OF ST. PETER’S 
PARISH 


For the pioneer Catholic of this area the 
year 1872 was a memorable one. It marked 
the beginning of St. Peter’s Parish. For the 
Catholic of today the year 1947 will also be 
a date never to be forgotten. It marks the year 
of St. Peter’s Diamond Jubilee. To tell what 
happened during the seventy-five years that 
intervened is to tell the life-story of this Parish 
—a story of zeal and sacrifice, of courage and 
co-operation, of generosity and loyalty, on the 
part of priest and people. The lines that follow 
are a humble attempt to tell this story — a 
story in which we all have reason to take pride. 


The History of Catholicity in early America 
is indeed glorious and interesting. But, regret- 
fully, space allowed here does not warrant us 
to incorporate it in this article. Nevertheless, 
there are some important and significant facts 
which we here ought to keep in mind. By way 
of introduction then, may we call into review 
a few of these facts. Facts such as these: that 


» missionary endeavor to bring the Gospel Mes- 
sage to people of this area actually antedates 
the birth of this country as a nation; that as 

early as 1674, so a reliable source has it, Holy Mass was read in the section now known as 

northern Indiana; that the first Catholic Church in this state was built at Vincennes in the 
year 1793; that in the year 1880 Father Theodore Badin, the first priest ordained in the 

United States, was celebrant of the First Mass read in the City of Fort Wayne. Finally, 

that in the year 1837 Fort Wayne’s first Catholic Parish was formed. 


Known then as St. Augustine’s, now called the Cathedral of the Immaculate Conception, 
that “first” parish of Fort Wayne for the next decade served the entire Catholic population 
of the City. The year 1848 saw the organization of another. At this time thirty German 
families hitherto belonging to St. Augustine’s asked Bishop Dwenger to create a parish for 
Catholics of their own nationality. He granted their request. That was the beginning of 
St. Mary’s. Seventeen years later some German Catholics living in the western part of the 
City made a similar plea to the Bishop. Again he responded favorably. Thus was born St. 
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Paul’s. Seventy-five years ago, in the Spring of the year 1872, the corner-stone was laid for 
a fourth City Parish—that of St. Peter’s. 


In the extreme southeastern section of Fort Wayne the population was predominantly 
French and German. In fact this particular territory was locally known as Frenchtown and 
Germantown respectively. In this area not a few families were Catholic. They believed that 
here also there was a definite need for a Catholic Church and School. As the area grew in 
population, the need became more pronounced. While all shared the hope of one day 
having a parish in this area, still no one seemed to take the initiative to organize—until the 
year 1871. In the Spring of that year a rather sad incident occurred. A little girl who lived 
in this district was on her way to school. To get there it was necessary for her to cross the 
Pennsylvania Railroad tracks. Evidently, she failed to take the proper precaution before 
attempting to cross, for she walked directly into the path of a fast passenger train. She was 
instantly killed. It was the tragic death of this little child that prompted immediate action 
towards the establishment of a new parish here. 


So it was that early in the Summer of 1871 a community of German and French 
Catholics assembled for this purpose. The chairman of this initial meeting was Peter Mettler. 
For many years he had shown a keen interest in this project. At the very first gathering 
it was unanimously decided that, should Episcopal approval be given, they would name the 
new parish “St. Peter’s.” In making such a choice they would place the new organization 
under the guidance and protection of the Prince of the Apostles and at the same time honor 
the man most interested in its establishment. After this meeting, periodically there were 
several other similar ones held, usually at various business places in this area. At these meet- 
ings, among other things, it was decided that the parish would have defined lines; it would 
embrace the area bounded on the North by the Pennsylvania Railroad, on the West by La- 
fayette Street, with the city’s limits as its Eastern and Southern lines. Finally, a committee was 
selected and delegated to approach Bishop Dwenger on the matter. 


When the group called on the Bishop they were warmly received. When they had ex- 
plained the purpose of their visit and somewhat elaborated on their intended plans, he 
seemed surprisingly enthused. Time showed that he was. Not only did he grant permission to 
organize a new Parish, he promised then his wholehearted support. To prove his promise 
genuine, he immediately appointed a Pastor for the parish-to-be. The priest who received that 
appointment was Father John Wemhoff. 


Father John Wembhoff was born in Minster, Germany, Oct. 11, 1837, and came to America 
in 1858. He was ordained by Bishop Luers in 1862. For a year and a half he served as Assistant 
in different parishes of the Diocese, and in 1863 was appointed Pastor of St. Mary’s, Avilla. 
In 1865 he was appointed Pastor of St. Mary’s, Decatur, having charge also of St. Joseph’s 
Parish. In 1872 he was sent to begin the new parish at St. Peter’s. 
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The task assigned to Father Wemhoff was not an enviable one. It was difficult. Such are 
all beginnings. This was not an exception. Father Wemhoff, although only thirty-five years 
of age, did not enjoy the best health. But he was a man of determination. Difficulties, however 
great, could not discourage him. Problems, be they ever so complex, could not stop him. 
There was a way around each difficulty. There was a solution to every problem. It was his 
task to find them. And he did. He was also a man with a keen sense of foresight. He seemed 
to understand that the small parish he was appointed to start was destined to grow—and grow 
rapidly. In his day Creighton Avenue was the City’s southern limits. Beyond was wilderness. 
Yet, he dreamed of the day when that area would no longer be a “wilderness”, but a thoroughly 
populated district. You and I are witness that his was no idle dream. Today it is a reality. 


FATHER JOHN WEMHOFF 


His first work was to procure a site for the newly formed parish. So he purchased three 
lots in the so-called LaSalle Addition. This transaction cost exactly $1,400. Later he bought 
another lot, and to encourage members, he made of it a personal donation to the Parish. 
This selection of property seemed highly pleasing to all, and in order to make the square 
complete, eight additional lots were eventually obtained. So it was that at a very early date 


the property came to be known as St. Peter’s Square. Once he had the necessary property, the 
next step was to build.

FIRST CHURCH AND SCHOOL 


The first Parish structure erected was a solid brick combination building, intended to serve 
as Church and School. It was a two-story building with a ground area 70 ft. by 40 ft. The first 
floor provided four large school rooms. The hall on the second floor was used as a Church. 
It had a seating capacity of 300. The cost of this building was amazingly small. Due to the fact 
that a considerable amount of the labor was done by the parishoners themselves, the total 
cost did not exceed $10,000. Among those who gave freely of their time and service were: 
Anton Walker, John Franke, Peter Harnishfeger, Lawrence and Conrad Becker. All are 
deceased. On December 27, 1872 this building was dedicated. The following year St. Peter’s 
School was opened with an enrollment of forty children. These children were taught by lay 
teachers: Messrs. Ross, Buechler, and Saenker. This however was not the extent of Father Wem- 
hoff’s building program. 


In the same year that the Combination Church-School was erected, Father Wembhoff also 
built the first Priests’ Rectory. This Rectory was a frame structure and was completed in 1872. 
It was used as a Rectory for the next nine years. Then it was converted temporarily into a 
convent, and still later into a parish recreation center. It still stands and is now used as a 
private dwelling. It is located at 2001 South Hanna Street.

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Unfortunately, the pastorate of the one who organized St. Peter’s and cultivated in its 
members a spirit of zeal and co-operation it has never lost, was short-lived. On December 1, 
1880, Father Wemhoff died suddenly at the age of 45 years. He was buried in the Catholic 


Cemetery here. 


FIRST PARISH RECTORY 


Following the death of Father Wemhoff, Bishop Dwenger appointed Father Anthony Mess- 
mann as the second Pastor of this Parish. He likewise was a native of Germany, born there 
Dec. 11, 1839. He came to America at the age of 20. He was ordained in 1870 by Bishop 
Luers. Following his ordination he served as Assistant at St. Vincent’s, Logansport. Thence 
he was appointed Pastor of St. Joseph’s, Kentland. In December, 1880, he was appointed the 
Pastor of St. Peter’s Parish, Fort Wayne. He was forty-one years of age when he received this 
appointment. He already had ten years of pastoral experience. More than that he came to 
a parish well organized. Yet, in spite of these favorable factors, his task was equally as 
arduous as that of his predecessor — only in a different way. Father Wemhoff had to begin. 
‘ather Messmann inherited a program of expansion. 


When he came, Father Messmann assumed a debt of $8,000. So he first focused his 
efforts towards the liquidation of this debt. In a short time, thanks to the generous co-opera- 
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tion of the people, he was able to clear this obligation. Next, he directed his attention to the 
school—not to its building, but rather to its operation. Up to this time the school was staffed 
with laymen as teachers. Father Messmann firmly believed that a Catholic School should be 
taught by Religious, and he determined to follow his convictions. However, if Sisters were 
to teach, they needed a place in which to stay. Father Messman found another problem facing 
him, but he quickly found its solution. From a certain John Mohr he purchased a frame 
house that stood on the site today occupied by the Church, moved it to its present location, 
and made that building the Parish Rectory. The home he had formerly used was converted

into a temporary Convent. In the year 1881 he succecded in bringing to St. Peter’s School the 
School Sisters of Notre Dame of Milwaukee, Wisconsin. This Community, who currently are 
observing the Centenary of their coming to America, have since been teaching in St. Peter’s. 
It was during this same year 188] that Father Messman built a new convent for the Sisters 


on St. Peter’s Square. 
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PRESENT RECTORY SISTERS’ CONVENT 


Except for the combination Church-School, the Sister’s Convent, the Rectory, and a 
lonely ornamental street lamp on the northwest corner of the property, St. Peter’s Square 
was barren. The only approach to the three buildings were either poorly constructed board 
walks or dirt pathways, which in rainy seasons made walking most disagreeable. Father 
Messman could appreciate the convenience of solid sidewalks. So he built them where he felt 
they were needed. Then too, there was little on the property in the form of nature’s firma- 
ment that might make the Square attractive. So to give the place an air of natural beauty, 
he landscaped it, and directed the planting of a number of maple trees — these trees still 
stand. 


Father Messmann served St. Peter’s as its pastor for 
sixteen years. During that time he accomplished much in 
a material as well as in a spiritual way. However, unques- 
tionably the most outstanding was the building of the New 
Church. It was begun in the year 1892 and completed the 
following year. The plans for this building were drawn by 
architect, Peter Diedrich of Detroit, Michigan, and the 
building contract was let to John Suelzer, Sr., of this city. 
On November 4, 1894, the New Church was dedicated. 
Bishop Joseph Rademacher officiated at the ceremony of 
dedication. The New Church is Gothic in style; it meas- 
ures 190 ft. x 80 ft., and is surmounted by a lofty steeple 
towering over 200 ft. It is truly an imposing edifice. To 
this day architects and building experts marvel at its struc- 
ture and its beauty. They marvel even more as its cost. It 
was built and furnished at a total expense of $75,000. 
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In July, 1896, Father Messmann was transferred to St. Joseph’s, La Porte, Indiana. There 
he continued the same zealous work characteristic of his pastorate here until his death on May 
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FATHER FERDINAND KOERDT 
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As sucecssor to Father Messmann, in 1896 Bishop Rademacher appointed Father Ferdinand 
Koerdt, the third Pastor of St. Peter’s. He was born in Germany in 1853 and came to America 
in 1875. He was ordained Priest in 1876 by Bishop Dwenger. His first appointment was that 
of Pastor of Sheldon with Bluffton as a mission. In the year 1896 he was sent to St. Peter’s to 
be its third Pastor. The Bishop’s choice at this time indicated that he was keenly aware of 
St. Peter’s need and not at all stranger to Father Koecrdt’s interest and ability. 


For the newly-appointed pastor was vitally interested in the progress and advancement of 
education in Diocesan schools. More than that he was a member of a group of “Examiners”, ap- 
pointed by the Bishop to give oral quizzes to the children in schools throughout the Diocese. In 
a word, Father Koerdt was a “school man.” 


He believed that once a boy or girl had completed the primary grades, it ought to be given 
an opportunity of preparing itself for its life’s work. Since most children of that day aspired to 
a business career, the most practical course he could offer would be one that would equip the 
pupil for such work. With these thoughts in mind, Father Koerdt in the year 1898 organized 
St. Peter’s Commercial High School. In the year 1900 he presided at the first graduation ex- 
ercises of this School. This Commercial School continued until the year 1938 when the new 
Central Catholic High School was built. In the forty years of its existence thirty-eight classes 
approximately two thousand young men and women. 


have graduated 


The Parish was now thirty-two years 
old. And in that relatively brief era it had 
increased in numbers considerably. It 
needed greater accommodations. The new 
Church was a partial solution of the prob- 
lem. Now a new School was needed. The 
old one no longer was adequate to care for 
the large number of children in attend- 
ance. Remembering Father Koerdt’s in- 
terest and realizing St. Peter’s need at this 
time, we are not at all surprised that under 
Father Koerdt’s direction and supervision 


a large and imposing School building 
should be planned and designed. How- 
ever, much to his regret, he could complete only one wing of this planned structure. It was 
built in the year 1904 at the cost of $18,000. This was Father Koerdt’s last major accomplish- 
ment here at St. Peter’s. For in the early spring of the following year, because of failing health 
he asked the Bishop to give him a temporary leave of absence. The Bishop granted his request. 
He went to Los Angeles, California, and on the 7th of May, 1905, he died at the age of fifty-two. 
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RT. REV. CHARLES H. THIELE 


On the patronal feast of the Parish, June 29, in the year 1905, Father Charles H. Thiele en- 
tered upon his duties here as irremovable Rector. He was born in Leer, Germany, in 1862, 
and came to America at the age of three. After a short stay in Baltimore, he came with his 
parents to Goshen, Indiana. In 1879 he entered the University of Notre Dame and later he 
attended St. Francis Seminary, St. Francis, Wisconsin. On June 29, 1888, he was ordained a 
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priest by Bishop Dwenger. One month later he was appointed Pastor at Monterey, Indiana. 
Later he was transferred to Sacred Heart Parish, Whiting, Indiana, where he remained until 
June, 1905, when he was appointed Pastor of St. Peter’s, Fort Wayne. 


One of his first achievements here was to make access to the Church more convenient. 
Prior to his coming Warsaw street terminated at DeWald. In the year 1907 Father Thiele suc- 
ceeded in extending Warsaw street sufficiently south as to render a more direct approach to the 
Church for people living in that section. 


When he came here each parish building had its own individual heating unit. In an effort 
to blend efficiency with economy he installed a central heating plant. This improvement cut 
down the janitor’s labor two-thirds, since with one operation he could now supply heat for the 
Church, the School, and the Convent. 


Father Thiele was a deeply religious man. He firmly believed that nothing was too beau- 
tiful or too costly for the House of God, providing it was proportionate to the means of the 
people. Hence, it was hardly a source of surprise that in 1908 he directed his attention to 
making major improvements in the Church. 


Exteriorly the Church was an architectural gem. It was beautiful on the inside as well. 
However, much of its inner beauty was lost because the walls were so desperately in need of 
decoration. Father Thiele then had the entire Church frescoed. Next, newly hand-painted Sta- 
tions of the Cross were erected. During that same year the three beautifully-illuminated altars 


were built. They were designed and installed by the Emil Hackner Company of La Cross, Wis- 
consin. This was done at a cost of $8,000. 


Father Thiele will always be 
remembered as one who took great 
delight in song. In Church Music 
he found an even greater thrill. 
From the beginning of his pastor- 
ate he strongly encouraged con- 
gregational singing, and strived to 
cultivate it all through the years 
among the people here. To this 
day congregational singing is singu- 
larly characteristic of St. Peter’s. 
This fondness for music and a con- 
stant effort to make Church serv- 
ices more impressive, prompted 
him to purchase at this time a 
beautiful new pipe organ. This in- 
strument is not an ordinary one; it 


is unigue. It was built and _ in- 
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stalled by the Tellers - Kent Organ Company of Erie, Pennsylvania. It contains all the 
stops required by the Church for liturgical accompaniment. Besides, it has a large variety 
of colorful stops, reproducing most of the instruments found in a symphony orchestra. It 
also contains a set of chimes of 21 notes, a harp of 48 notes, and except for the open Diapa- 
son, the entire organ is under expression. In all, there are fifty-four stops and couplers in this 
organ and a total of 3311 pipes. It is indeed an instrument of rare quality. Recognized 
musicians have often remarked that this pipe organ is second to none in the city, and one of 
the outstanding in the Diocese of Fort Wayne. 


In the year 1914 Father Thiele enlarged the School Building, completing the original plans 
made some years previous by Father Koerdt. This addition cost $125,000. By this time the 
Convent had become too small to accommodate the large number of sisters required to teach 
in School. So, improvements here during thatsame year included remodeling and enlarging 
of the Sisters’ home. 


The year 1922 found St. Peter’s Parish on the threshold of its Golden Jubilee. It also 
found Father Thiele busily engaged in making plans preparatory to the celebration of this oc- 
casion. Father Thiele loved celebrations, and he sought to make this one as elaborate as possible. 
He did. The local newspapers under that date carried a detailed account of the event. Suf- 
fice it here to mention only the highlights. On Thursday morning, November 30, 1922, at 
10:00 A.M., a Solemn High Mass, coram Episcopo, Bishop Alerding presiding, was celebrated 
by Father Thiele. The Right Reverend Frank A. Rampe, Vicar General of Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago, delivered the sermon. Besides the solemnities incident to the religious observance of this 
50th Anniversary, a civic celebration took place. 


In the year 1929, His Holiness Pope Pius XI honored Father Thiele by making him a Papal 
Chamberlain, with the title of Very Reverend Monsignor. This distinguished honor was accorded 
him at the recommendation of Bishop Noll, in recognition of the splendid work he had accom- 
plished during the twenty-four years of his priestly labors here. In September, 1933, on the 
occasion of his forty-fifth Anniversary of Ordination, he was again honored by this same Pon- 
tiff, when he was elevated to the rank of a Domestic Prelate with the title of Right Reverend 
Monsignor. 


His next three years were trying ones. He was getting older and he was not a well man. 
St. Peter’s, at one time so small had through the years now assumed the proportions of a large 
parish. Monsignor’s advancing years and failing health were making it almost physicially im- 
possible for him to continue as its pastor. None realized this better than himself. So it was 
that in August, 1936, he asked Bishop Noll to relieve him of this responsibility. The Bishop 
granted his request, and appointed Father John A. Bapst, then Pastor of St. Aloysius, Yoder, as 
Pastor of St. Peter’s Parish. 


On June 29, 1938, Monsignor was privileged to celebrate the Golden Jubilee of his ordina- 
tion to the Priesthood. Planned and directed by Father Bapst, a most eleaborate program was 
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given in his honor. On this occasion it was said by one: “Monsignor Thiele is one of those 
great outstanding souls who contributed honor and glory to his Church by his great zeal and 
love for all that was good. ... He has been a leader in the fullest sense of the term.” 


Gradually his health grew poorer. In June, 1940, his condition became such that de- 
manded hospital care. He was then taken to St. Joseph’s Hospital. On April 17, 1941, he 
passed away about 7:30 in the evening, calmly and peacefully. On April 19, 1941, Funeral Serv- 
ices were held in St. Peter’s Church for the man who spent thirty-six years of his priestly life 
in that Parish.

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FUNERAL MASS OF MONSIGNOR THIELE 


In his eulogy Bishop Noll said of Monsignor Thiele: ‘He was a real spiritual father in 
every parish in which he labored for fifty-three years — building, developing, working for 
others, but garnering very little for himself.” 


During the thirty-three years of his pastorate at St. Peter’s Monsignor Thiele was assisted 
in his work by several young priests: Father Norbert Feldon (1905-09;) Father Michael J. 
Aichinger (1908-13); Father Edward Vurpillat (1913-18); Father John A. Dapp (1916-22); 
Father Nicholas Huemmer (1918-25); Father Arnold Wibbert (1922-31; Father Herman J. Mil- 
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ler (1925-35); Father Carl Holsinger (1931-36); Father Adrian Brandehoff and Father 
Thomas Durkin were assistants here when Father Bapst assumed the pastoral duties of the 
parish. 


In the main Vestibule of the Church hangs this marble plaque —a monument to the four 
deceased pastors of St. Peter’s, who spent their lives serving God and you; — a reminder 
ta pray for the repose of their souls. 


In August of the year 1936 Bishop Noll appointed Father John A. Bapst as successor to 
Monsignor Thiele and as fifth Pastor of St. Peter’s Parish. He was born in Garrett, Indiana, 
June 19, 1894. He pursued his studies for the Holy Priesthood at St. Lawrence College, Mt. 
Calvary, Wisconsin. His Theology studies were made at St. Francis Seminary, St. Francis, 
Wisconsin. He was ordained to the Priesthood by Bishop Alerding on May 21, 1921. Shortly 
afterwards he was appointed as assistant to St. Joseph’s Parish, Mishawaka, Indiana, where he 
remained until April 12, 1929. At this time he was transferred from Mishawaka and ap- 
pointed Pastor of St. Joseph’s Church, Bluffton. In 1935 he was sent to St. Aloysius Parish, 
Yoder. The following year in the month of August he was made the Pastor of St. Peter’s 
Church, Fort Wayne. In the Fall of the year 1945 the Holy Father Pius XII honored Father 
Bapst by elevating him to the rank of a Papal Chamberlain with the title of Very Reverend 
Monsignor. On September 2, 1945, Bishop Noll invested him in the robes proper to this dis- 
tinguished honor. 
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The entire eleven years of his pastorate here have proven him to be one who followed 
closely the path of zeal and endeavor marked by those who preceeded him. Indeed the story 
of “the five” has been much the same. Each was sent with a definite work to achieve; each

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recognized it; each accomplished it. Monsignor Bapst was sent here to direct a program of gen- 
eral rehabilitation. A keen awareness of this fact came to him when he was here but a short 
time. We are witness to the splendid manner in which he accomplished it. 


During the eleven years of his pastorate here, Monsignor Bapst has been assisted by 
Father Adrian Brandehoff, Father Thomas Durkin, and Father Herman Schoudel. At the 
present time Father Robert Zahn, Father Leo Armbruster, and Father Joseph Till are assisting. 

In writing this brief history emphasis has been placed on the material progress of the Par- 
ish. Only incidentally was mention made of the spiritual. This was not an oversight; it was 
intended. For God’s graces and blessings can never be counted arithmetically; sometimes they 
are intangible; very often they are known only to the individual and to God. Yet, there are 
certain signs which seem somewhat indicative of spiritual progress and development, and for 
whatever value they may have in this respect, allow us to present them here. First: the parish 
spiritual report for the year 1946 — a report typical of other years:

Secondly, and equally significant here is the large number of vocations that have come from St. 
Peter’s Parish. In the past seventy-five years, seventeen young men from this Parish have been 
ordained to the Priesthood, and thirty-five girls have entered Religious Orders. Today, there 
are nine young men from the Parish preparing themselves for the Priesthood, and five girls 
preparing themselves for the Sisterhood. 


Today as we joyously celebrate the Diamond Jubilee of our Parish, we are given the added 
thrill of seeing the establishment of our first daughter-Parish. Our congratulations to the mem- 
bers of the Sacred Heart Parish and to their Pastor, Father Thomas Durkin. When the his- 
tory of their “seventy-five” years is written, may it be equally glorious and inspiring as that of 
their Mother today.

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THE CLOSE OF ANOTHER DAILY HOLY HOUR 


On the 8th of December 1941 there was begun in St. Peter’s Church 
a daily Holy Hour—a complete hour of public and private prayer before 
Our Blessed Lord exposed on the Altar. It has continued to this day unbroken. 
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DID YOU KNOW 


That the first child baptized in St. Peter’s Church was Eva Marie Klein. She was baptized 


December 29, 1872. 


That the first marriage in this parish took place between Lawrence Becker and Eliza- 


beth Dierkes, in 1872. 


That in 1872 there were only 54 families in the Parish, approximately 250 souls. That in 
1922, fifty years later there were 714 families, approximately 2,843 souls. That today there are 
1,350 families, approximately 5,423 souls. 


That in the first fifty years of its existence there were 3,153 persons baptized. That dur- 
ing the past twenty-five years there have been 3,247 persons baptized. The total number | 
of baptisms that took place in St. Peter’s Church is 6,400. | 


That during the first fifty years of its existence there were 72] marriages performed here 
at the Parish. In the past twenty-five years 1,105 marriages have been performed, giving a total 
of 1,826 marriages for the seventy-five years. 
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That there are more than 700 electric lights illuminating the altars in the Church. There 
are more than 400 lights on the Main Altar. 


That in the entire seventy-five years of its existence there have been only five Pastors 
of St. Peter’s Parish. 


That the Pipe Organ in St. Peter’s Church has a three manual console, and a total of 
3,311 pipes. 


That the Church is fashioned after a pure Gothic style. In dimension it is 190 feet in 
length and 80 ft. in breadth. In area 15,200 square feet. The steeple of the Church towers over 
200 feet. 


That the School Sisters of Notre Dame (S.S.N.D.) are from Milwaukee, Wisconsin. They 
have been teaching in St. Peter’s School for the past sixty-six years. That this Community 
came to America just one-hundred years ago. That eighteen girls from this parish are mem- 
bers of this Community. 


That in the seventy-five years of its existence there have been 2,160 deceased persons 
buried from St. Peter’s.

THE SISTERS OF NOTRE DAME 


It is indeed a happy coincidence that the Diamond Jubilee Year of our Parish also 
marks the Centenary of the Notre Dame Order’s coming to America. The original congreg- 
ation of Notre Dame was founded near the close of the 16th Century at Mattaincourt in the 
Province of Lorraine, France. In 1697 Blessed Alix Le Clerc, the first Superioress, began 
her religious life together with four other companions. The order spread rapidly through- 
out France, Germany and Savoy. During the French Revolution, however, all its houses 
were suppressed and its property confiscated. In 1809, in consequence of the secularization 
brought about by Napoleon, the houses established in Bavaria were also suppressed and the 
Sisters dispersed. 


In 1883 it was re-established by Caroline Gerhardinger, later known as Ven. Mother Theresa, 
under the guidance of the saintly Bishop Michael Wittmann of Ratisbon, and the holy priest, 
Francis Job of Nuerenburg. The purpose of the Foundation, which became known as the 
School Sisters of Notre Dame, was the instruction and training of youth. The work of the 
congregation was, however, not to be confined to Europe. 


On July 31, 1847, the Feast of St. Ignatius, Ven. Mother Theresa came to New York, 
accompanied by five Sisters, who were to begin their missionary labors in St. Mary’s, Penn- 
sylvania, where the Sisters took charge of the first School in America. Among these pioneer 
Sisters was Sister Mary Caroline, who may justly be called the Foundress of ihe Congregation 
in America. For three years the work of the Sisters was carried on in the East almost 
exclusively; but in 1850 the principal Motherhouse was established at Milwaukee, and Ven- 
erable Sister M. Caroline was appointed the first Mother Superior of the Congregation in 
America. 


At present the School Sisters of Notre Dame in America number five provinces with 
5,821 religious personnel in 449 houses. They have under their spiritual care 151,816 children 
and young ladies. This number includes children in orphanages, kindergartens, grade schools, 
high schools, and young ladies in colleges, in an area extending from New York to Spokane, 
front Saskatchewan 10 Puerto Rico.
